Last Friday 
morning, however, Ithe men became so 
angry that words were insufficient to ex- 
press their intense hatred, and Ulman, it 
is said, made an attempt to satisfy his 
wouudtd feelings by a peculiar demon- 
stration known in western parlance as 


A "GRA^fD BLUFF," 


which was speedily "called" by Winter*. 
Ulman then ran back to his station al the 
boilers and reappeared almost immediate- 
ly with a bar of iron which he designates 
as a poker. Winters, seeing Ulman com- 
ing towards him with so formidable a 
weapon, naturally prepared himself,foran 
encounter.

Stuttering. 
S. Werner recently read 


before tho Albany Institute a paper on 
this subject. Mr. Werner himself was, 
atone tin ie, afflicted with this terrible 
disease, a: id he says that parents almost 
invariably treat a stuttering child with 
much severity, and thus, by frightening 
him, increase his malady, or spoil him 
utterly b|y too much leniency. The 
proper manner in which to treat such 
children is thus described : In nothing 
is the adage, "An ounce of prevention 
is worth a pound of cure," more appli- 
cable than in stuttering. Indeed, in 
this instance, an ounce of the i one is 
more effective than a hundredweight of I 
;he otherl Children with stuttering 
tendencies1 should be especially well 
nourished!; they should take a great 
Seal of physical and out-door exercise; 
care shoul 1 be taken that thei? lungs 
are fully d jvelope'd and that theiflnerves 
are Jiot irritated. Late hours and 
highly-eea$oned food, and everything 
tending to derange, weaken or unduly 
excite, mer tally or physically, should be 
avoided. The child should not be al- 
lowed to talk too rapidlv or whien out 
of breath. If he has trouble with a 
word he sl.ould be asked to repeat the 
whole sentence and not merely the 
offending word. Oftentimes a serious 
mistake is made here. " The child is 
drilled upon his, -most difficult words, 
and he com es to fear them, andias a 
result, hiss Mlity to articulate them is 
continually lessened. He should not 
bepermittel te associate with another 
stuttering child; indeed, no {child 
should. Iiyeterate stuttering may be 
caused by i limicking others. Thrpugh- 
out, the child should be subjected to 
kind but firm treatment.

Mr. Key, with 
the permission of the President, pro- 
ceeded to board the English fleet and 
solicit his release. The British Ad: ni- 
ral, Coehrane, upon whose flagship • he 
Doctor was imprisoned, being about to 
make an attack upon Baltimore, detail ed 
them both until the attack should hj ve 
taken place. 
On the evening of 1 he 


bombardment they wer« sent, together 
with Gen. J. S. Skinner, on board l&ie 
American cartel, the Minden, which 
was anchored in sight of Port McHen ry 
with a guard o^ marines, to preventth eir 
landing and carrying information to 
their unsuspecting countrymen.

bardment of Port McHenry, which 
soon ended. 
While the bombardnu nt 


lasted, the "bombs bursting in the air" 
was evidence that the fort had not si ir- 
rendered.

HJ tv- 
ing no communication with the sho re,- 
the Americans were in grave doubt as 
to the result of the fight and the fate of 
their many friends in the city. They 
awaited the dawn with the greatest jio- 
licitude. Then " on that shore, din ly 
seen through the mist of the deep," 
they discerned the flag they had watch ed 
at the twilight's last gleanjing still wi ,v- 
ing above the fort, and the broad s rij es 
and bright stars, defiantly unfur ed to 
the breeze , shone brightly as a b ;ac m 
of hope to the beating hearts in tie 
bright rays of the rising sun. It Was 
upon the deck of the Minden, betwefen 
midnight and dawn, tijat the song wfas 
written whose stanzas expressed ttie 
feelings of thousands of eye-witnesses 
on shore. To their great joy they so >n 
learned that the attack upon Baltimore 
had failed, that Ross was killed, and that 
the British were re-embarking the f< r- 
ces which had fought at North poii t. 
When the fleet was ready to sail, Id % 
Key and his friends were released, and 
proceeded to Baltimore,'where, from 
rude substratum jotted down on „ 
back of a letter, the song was reduc 
to its present form, and read to Judge 
Nicholson, one of the gallant defende 
of the fort. So pleased was he with 
that he had jit printed by Samuel San< 
the apprentice of Capi. Berry Edes, who 
was then-off on defense duty, and co 
ies of it were distributed among 
citizens. 


A Fracture of the Skull. 


Some years ago a miner was sent 


the Ayrshire District Asylum who, foi 
years before, had been struck to tile 
ground insensible by a mass of falling 
coal, which fractured his skull. He lay 
unconscious for four days after the a< ;- 
cident, then came gradually to himsel'., 
and was able, in four weeks, to resume 
his work in the pit. But his wife nc- 
ticed a steadily-increasing change for 
the worse ,in his character and habi 
where.33 he had formerly been cheerf_ 
sociable and good-natured, always kin 
and affectionate to her and his childrei 
he now became irritable, moody, surl 
suspicious, shunning the company o 
his fellow-workmen, and impatient wit 
her and the children. This bad stat 
increased; he was often excited, use 
threats of .violence to his wife an_ 
others, finally became quite maniacal 
attempted to kill them, had a succes 
sion of epileptic fits, and was sent to th 
asylum as a dangerous lunatic. Ther^ 
he showed himself extremely suspicious 
and surly, entertained a fixed delusion 
that he was the victim of a conspiracy 
on the part of his wife ^nd others, and 
displayed bitter and resentful feelings. 
At the place where the skull had been 
fractured there was a well-marked de- 
pression of bone, and the depressed 
portion was eventually removed by the 
trephine. From that time an improve- 
ment took jplace in his disposition, his 
old self coming gradually back; he be- 
came cheerful again, active and oblig- 
ing, regained and displayed all his for^ 
mer affection for his wife and children, 
and was at last discharged recovered. 
No plainer example could be wished tc 
show the direct connection of cause 
and effeeib^the great deterioration of 
moral character produced by the physi- 
cal injury of the supreme nerve-centers 
of the brain; when the cause was taken 
away the effect went also.—Dr. Mauds- 
ley, in Fortnightly Review. 


A Singular Occurrence in Texas. 
A man named Aken, living seven

LOST ON THE PLAINS. 


Frontiersman's Reminiscences. 


An experienced guide and prairie 


traveler expressed the opinion to the 
writer that there was a ranch larger 
number of people annually lost npon 
the Western prairies than was gener- 
ally supposed. "I mean by lost," said 
he, "people who wander away from 
well-known land-marks and are never 
heard of agaiu; who die of starvation' 
and that dread insanity which, gener- 
ally speaking^overtakes the lost per- 
son. 
t*>£ course we read now and then 


of snchj a case, bnt there are many which 
never reach the public prints. It is one 
of the Easiest things in the world for 
an experienced traveler t<S> stray away 
from caW, but a very different matter 
for hinji to find his way back again. 
Once 0|nt of sight of the wagons and 
tents, Mid the whole plain is alike to 
him. He stands always in a depression, 
with thb ground rising slightly on all 
sides. It is an optical illusion, of course, 
but it is very like walking in the center 
of an immense sheet with its four cor 
ners slightly raised. The earth meets 
the horizon on every side, and presents 
the same unvarying view of waving 
grass aijid grayish brown soil.* There is 
not a mark by which one may be 
guidedj To take the sun for a guide 
even olji a perfectly-clear day, is with 
most persons only to intensify the diffi- 
culty. | Unless one is an expert in the 
sun guidance, he may follow that lumi- 
nary and yet continually go round in a 
circle to the left. The truth of this is 
proven) every year by the recovery ol 
persons who are found to have only 
traced a large circle in their efforts to 
escape, invariably coming round again 
and again to the point from which they 
started]. The possession of a compass, 
moreover, seldom proves of any ad- 
vantage to the person lost on the I prai- 
ries. He probably never thinks about 
it nnti|] he discovers that he is lost, 
and thon he has no land-mark from 
which to take his bearings. I have 
known repeated instances where per- 
sons h£,ve been lost on the plains and 
afterward found dead with a compass 
in their hands. 


"As an illustration, I recall an in- 


stance which occurred some years since 
on the Bed river trail. A Mr. McEen- 
zie, a clerk in the trading-post at 
Georgetown, started early in the month 
of April, in charge of a* small party, for 
Port darry. The snow still lay deep 
on the plains, but, the season being so 
far advanced, wagons were used to 
transport their effects. 
Unfortunately 


the snc w did not melt so rapidly as was 
anticipated, and the party were de- 
tained a long time on the road. About 
thirty [miles on this side of Pembina 
they ran out of provisions. McKenzie 
who was a stout, able-bodied man, ac- 
customed to prairie travel, volunteered 
to go a lead and obtain assistance. He 
set out on snow-shoes, and expected to 
reach the fort at Pembina within twen- 
ty-four hours. Meanwhile his comrades 
plodded on as best they could, and, af- 
ter two days of suffering, reached the 
fort without having seen anything of 
McKenzie. Nothing had been heard of 
him there. A party was at once organ- 
ized, and a thorough search instituted 
for the missing man. On the second 
day he was found some seventeen miles 
from the post, and a long distance from 
the trail, lying beside a clump of bush- 
es, frozen to deajbh. He had taken oft 
Ms coat and vest and hung them on the 
bushes!, most probably to attract the at- 
tention of any passer, and lay on his 
back in the snow, with his compass in 
bis hand. Now, here was a man expe- 
rienced in prairie travel, an adept in the 
use of the compass, yet who was hope- 
lessly lost in a country which he had 
repeatedly traversed. TJie experienced 
plain men who found him knew at once 
that, having unconsciously wandered 
away firom the trail, and, benumbed by 
the cold, he had lost the ability to use 
bis compass, and so lay down to die. 
Under ordinary circumstances, the man 
could I have gone anywhere over the 
prairie by the aid of his compass alone.

' 
Color-Blindness. 


From a review in Scrilmer of [Dr. 


Jeffries'book on this subject, we cafije 
these interesting facts:

_ Holmgrenjs] plan for the deterainir- 
tion of color-blindnesss does not son- 
tain anything original either as reg irds 
the materials (colored Berlin wools)7or 
the method (comparison of colors and 
shades independent of their names). 
Seebeck had used the materials and iihe 
method years before. What Holmgren 
did was to shorten the method without 
lessening its accijbracy, and thus make 
it practical for extensive examinations. 
By Seebeck's method more than twen- 
ty-five persons could not be examined 
in an hour, whereas, according to Holm- 
gren's plan, a hundred or more can be 
examined in that time. Holmgren's 
method is as follows: A large assort- 
ment of Berlin wools pf all colors and 
shades of color (150 to 200 skeins) is 
spread before the persbn to be exam- 
ined, and a bright greenf skein (not (in- 
clining to either yellow br blue) is ikid 
aside as a "sample." He is then toldto 
select from the pile those skeins which 
appear to him of the same color but of 
different shades, i. e., lighter or darker. 
If he can make this selection properly 
he is not color-blind. If, however, he 
lays by the "sample" other colors, par- 
ticularly brown or gray, he is color- 
blind. This examination, wnen the 
person examined is one of ordinary in- 
telligence, is made in a minute, or e'sen 
less time, and the question of color- 
blindness is settled. Practically, this is 
sufficient, but, if it is desired to kn >w 
the particular color to which the indi- 
vidual is blind, another examination 
must be made. At present three kinds 
of color-blindness are recognized—c br- 
responding to the three so-called pri- 
mary colors, red, green, and violet or 
blue.
